ESOLUTIONS calling for uni- 

versal military service, for the 

filling of the ranks of the army 

and navy and national guard 

to full war strength, for better 
pay for soldiers, and provision for 
their families, and pledging support 
to the government were passed by a 
rising vote last night at the patriotic 
rally at the Auditorium theater. The 
text of the resolutions follow: 

“We, citizens of Chicago, In mass- 
meeting assembled, hereby declare 
our whole hearted approval of our 
president's determination to protect 
American life and property and up- 
hold the honor of this our country. 
Conscious of the grave emergency 
which confronts us, and anxious 
that no means be spared nor time 
lost, and respectfully exercising our 
rights to petition our government, 
‘we do hereby urge the president and 
congress of the United. States: 

“ First, To provide for filling the 
ranks of the regular army and navy, 
the marine corps, and the national 
guard to the maximum war strength 
and to make enlistments more equit- 
able. 

“To our patriotic citizens? 

** (A) By accepting enlistments for 
the period of the war; (B) by making 
a substantial increase in the pay of 
enlisted men; (C) by providing ample 
allowances for their families.

naval and. military forces and to 


Sanitary arrangements, so that our 
forces will be on a parity with the 
best equipped armies of the world. 

“Third. To provide ample reserve 
equipment and munitions of war and, 
in order to prevent waste and bring 
the maximum return for expenditure, 
to appoint a nonpartisan munitions 
board of industrial experts, who will 
bring to the government that effi- 
clency whit has been the crowning 
achievement of American enterprise. 

- “Fourth. To provide, not only in the 

present crisis but for the future, a 
comprehensive and effective plan of 
compulsory military service that 
shall include all male citizens of the 
prescribed military age capable of 
bearing arms and that shall provide 
definite, organized,” trained and 
equipped military units, sufficient in 
strength and number and prepared 
for instant mobilization. 

“And in this hour of our country’s 
trial we urge all our fellow citizens 
to present an unbroken front in sup- 
port of the government of the United. 
States.”’ 


James pointed out the fact that the 
present situation among German-amer- 
icans is no different than that of Brit- 
ish-Americans in the revolution and 
war of 1812 and of French-Americans at 
several times when relations between 
this country and France were s0 
strained that war seemed imminent. 

‘We expect,,nay, we know,” he said, 
‘that our fellow citizens of German 
birth will be with us in every crisis of 
our national development, will stand for 
the principles on which the union is 
founded, and strive with us, shoulder to 
shoulder, in pursuit of the ends for 
which this government was established. 

“We know not whither this war will 
lead us. We know not who of us will 
fall or where, but of one thing we may 
be convinoed, that no man who lays 
down his life for this republic pene if fear 
that his life has been wasted.” 


Points to War’s Lesson. 


“The life and death struggle abroad 
has focused first energy and attention 
on military air power, and is forcing its 
development with a rapidity that is 
startling,’ Admiral Peary said. 

“The broadest material lesson for 
the United States in the present Euro- 
pean war is this: Command of the sea 
and command of the land are worthless 
without command of the air.” 

“The foreign born and their descend-
